MECHANICS’ LEIN

Owners Liable For Cofts of Material 
And Labor if Sufficent Notice 
is Given, 


In view of the fact that three ac.

chanics’ Lien Act of Alberta, the re- 
cent amendments to this act, passed 
by the Alberta legislature at the ses- 
sion just completed, will be of inter- 
est. The amendment settles a point 
over which there wae considerable dis- 
pute and makes it clear that the own. 
er is liable for the payment for the 
material and of the sub-contractor, 
provided he is served with notice that 
such material or work is being sup- 
plied oy performed. If he paye the 
main contractor in full in the face of 
this notige he will be held liable iu 
case that contractor does not pay for 
the material or labor. This amend- 
ment, however, will not affect any ac-

The Proposed Agreement, 

Under the new agreement with the 
Morinville company the franchise is 
to be non-exclusive, The company 
is given two and a half years, in which 
to supply the city with gas. The max- 
imum price of fue! gas is fixed at 26 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet. Ten miles 
of pipe must be laid from. the Morin-

With referenee to the price to be 


charged by the company, the coun- 
cil suggested that a clause be inserted 
providing that the maximum price of 
fuel gas shall be 2be per 1,000 cubic 
feet, provided that the price charged 
shall be not greater than that charg- 
ed-by the company for similar service 
elsewhere, 

When discussing the question of the 
quality of gas to be supplied, Mr. 
Williams suggested that a clause 
should be inserted to the effect that 
it should be of “merchantable quai- 
ity.” He objected to the number of 
thermal units of the gas being speci- 
fied any more closely, as the company 
had not yet tested their gas and could 
not, therefore, state the number 
thermal units in the gas. It was fin- 
ally decided that the price should be 
2c per 1,000 cubic teet, determined 
on the basis of the relation of 1,000 
cubic feet of gas. to that of one ton 
(2,000 pounds) of coal,” 

The next point on which there was 
eome difference of opinion, was that 
relerring to the city purchasing that 
portion of the company’s plant out- 
side of the city of Edmonton at the 
expiration of thirty years. Alderman 
Garlepy suggested that possibly the 
plant might be too expensive in thirty 
yeare for the city to purchase it. 

Mr, Williams strongly urged that if 
the city wished to purehase the plant 
in thirty years or any time thereafter 
they should agree to purchase the 
whole plant, 

Mr, Bown made a happy suggestion 
that if the franchise were continued 
beyond thirty years the company 
should pay the city 5 per cent, of the 
gress revenue, The aldermen were 
decidedly in favor of vb sulle 
similar plan that would overcome the 
fact that the city was granting a per- 
petual franchise, in case it did not 
purchase the whole plant. 

“Buy out or squeeze oul,”’ was tie 
burden of Mr, William’s argument in 
this connection. He claimed that this 
chance was open to the city, the same 
opportunity as any business man had, 
It was finally decided that the sug- 
gestion of Solicitor Bown that the eity 
should receive a percentage of the 
gross earninge atter thirty years 
should be adopted, and the fixing oi 
the amount of the percentage was left 
to the solicitors of the e!ty and com- 
pany to determine.

A few other minor changes were

Exclusive Franchise, 

The agreement with Donald Ross re. 
garding an exclusive natural gas fran- 
chise was also completed last evening, 
This provides that Donald Ross shall 
be given an exclusive franchise to 
supply natural gas to that port of R, 
L, 4, known as Ross’ Flats.
